Meanwhile, since the war, 73,000 
Rosaians have settled in Priituomk 
province, yet the tertitory is practically 
virgin soil to-day . 

Imports to Manchuria vid Viadvortock 
are meagre, and since August most of the 
cargoes have been Kosian and consumed 
inthe Ussuriregion, The railway business 
from Vladivostuck ty very brisk: and 
the traflic is yieldinu a yearly proft of 
This, 16,000,000. This is in contrapt to 
what is happening on the Chinexo Knstern 
Railway, which is showing an annual lors 
of Rble.
